As COVID-19 cases con- 
tinue to rise in the region, the 
Health Department of North- 
west Michigan is urging resi-

Recommendation for an Additional Dose of an mRNA COVID-19 
Vaccine in Moderately to Severely Immunocompromised People

August 13, I signed CDC’s 
Advisory Committee on Im- 
munization Practices’ (ACIP) 
recommendation that en- 
dorsed the use of an addi- 
tional dose of COVID-19 
vaccine for people with mod- 
erately to severely compro- 
mised immune systems after 
an initial two-dose vaccine se- 
ries. 

This official CDC recom- 
mendation — which follows 
FDA’s decision to amend the 
emergency use authoriza- 
tions of the vaccines — is an 
important step in ensuring 
everyone, including those 
most vulnerable to COVID-19, 
can get as much protection as 
possible from COVID-19 vac- 
cination. 

Emerging data suggest 


some people with moderately 
to severely compromised im- 
mune systems do not always 
build the same level of immu- 
nity compared to people who 
are not immunocompro- 
mised. In addition, in small 
studies, fully vaccinated im- 
munocompromised people 
have accounted for a large 
proportion of hospitalized 
breakthrough cases (40-44%). 
Immunocompromised people 
who are infected with SARS 
CoV-2 are also more likely to 
transmit the virus to house- 
hold contacts. 

While people who are im- 
munocompromised make up 
about 3% of the U.S. adult 
population, they are espe- 
cially vulnerable to COVID-19 
because they are more at risk 
of serious, prolonged illness. 
Included in CDC’s recom- 


mendation are people with a 
range of conditions, such as 
recipients of organ or stem 
cell transplants, people with 
advanced or untreated HIV 
infection, active recipients of 
treatment for cancer, people 
who are taking some medica- 
tions that weaken the im- 
mune system, and others. A 
full list of conditions can be 
found on CDC’s website. The 
additional dose of an mRNA 
COVID-19 vaccine should be 
the same vaccine as the ini- 
tial series and administered 
at least four weeks after com- 
pleting a primary mRNA 
COVID-19 vaccine series. 
While vaccination is likely to 
increase protection in this 
population, even after vacci- 
nation, people who are im- 
munocompromised should 
continue follow current pre- 


vention measures (including 
wearing a mask, staying 6 
feet apart from others they do 
not live with, and avoiding 
crowds and poorly ventilated 
indoor spaces) to protect 
themselves and those around 
them against COVID-19 until 
advised otherwise by their 
healthcare provider. CDC 
does not recommend addi- 
tional doses or booster shots 
for any other population at 
this time. 

At a time when the Delta 
variant is surging, an addi- 
tional vaccine dose for some 
people with weakened im- 
mune systems could help pre- 
vent serious and possibly 
life-threatening COVID-19 
cases within this population.

Guidance provided on 
booster shot for immuno- 
compromised individuals 


The Michigan Depart- 
ment of Health and Human 
Services (MDHHS) State 
Laboratory has notified the 
Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan of the 
first identified case of the 
Delta (B.1.617.2.) variant in 
Emmet County. The Delta 
variant was identified 
through routine lab surveil- 
lance of testing samples. 

The Delta variant —a 
much more transmissible 
strain of COVID-19 — is 
quickly becoming prevalent 
in the United States. Only a 
small percentage of COVID- 
19 positive test samples are 
sent on for genetic sequenc- 
ing to identify any variant 
strains. Therefore, it is 
likely there are more 
unidentified cases of the 
delta variant across the 
northern Michigan region. 

“The most powerful tool 
we have against further 
spread and mutation of the 
virus is the vaccination. We 
are urging those who are 
not yet vaccinated to get the 
shot and asking everyone to 
take extra precautions to 
prevent the strain from rap- 
idly spreading across our 
communities,” said Lisa 
Peacock, Health Officer for 
the Health Department. 

Continue practicing miti- 
gation strategies to protect 
yourself and others from 
COVID-19 and variants, in- 
cluding Delta. These strate- 
gies include: 

¢ Getting the COVID-19 
vaccine. 

- Wearing a mask around 
others in crowded indoor or 
outdoor areas, especially in 
counties with substantial 
and high community trans- 
mission, regardless of vac- 
cination status. 

- Staying six feet apart 
from others. 

¢ Washing hands often. 

¢ Staying home when you 
feel ill and getting tested if 
you have symptoms. 

¢ Ventilating indoor 
spaces. 

¢ Getting a COVID test if 
you have been exposed to 
someone who has tested 
positive 3-5 days after expo- 
sure. 

Persons with symptoms 
are encouraged to get tested 
promptly, isolate from oth- 
ers until test results are 
known, and those exposed 
should quarantine 
promptly even if they are 
not ill. 

“The Delta variant is 
more contagious and by the 
time it has been identified, 
an infected individual(s) 
may have already exposed 
many more people,” said 
Dr. Joshua Meyerson, Med- 
ical Director. “Vaccination 
is more important than 
ever. The COVID-19 vac- 
cines show effectiveness 
against variants and reduce 
the risk of serious illness 
that lead to hospitalization 
or death.” 

As students are return- 
ing to college or university 
campuses soon, the health 
department welcomes them 
to any vaccination clinics in 
the area. Students and their 
parents should contact 
their college/university to 
learn more about COVID-19 
precautions and other vac- 
cination requirements for 
the fall semester. The Pfizer 
vaccine is available for any- 


one 12 and older (with par- 
ent/guardian permission) 
and the Moderna vaccine 
for anyone 18 and older. 

On Friday, the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) 
modified the Emergency 
Use Authorization (EUA) to 
allow for the administra- 
tion of an additional dose 
(i.e., third dose) of an 
mRNA COVID-19 vaccine 
after an initial 2-dose pri- 
mary mRNA COVID-19 vac- 
cine series. An additional 
dose of an MRNA COVID-19 
vaccine after an initial 2- 
dose primary mRNA 
COVID-19 vaccine series 
should be considered for 
people who are moderate to 
severely immunocompro- 
mised due to a medical con- 
dition or receipt of 
immunosuppressive med- 
ications or treatments. 
These conditions and treat- 
ments include but are not 
limited to: Active treatment 
for solid tumor and hemato- 
logic malignancies; receipt 
of solid-organ transplant 
and taking immunosup- 
pressive therapy; bone mar- 
row or stem cell 
transplants; moderate or se- 
vere primary immunodefi- 
ciency; advanced or 
untreated HIV infection; 
and active treatment with 
high-dose corticosteroids 
(i.e., [20mg prednisone or 
equivalent per day), alkylat- 
ing agents, antimetabolites, 
transplant-related immuno- 
suppressive drugs, cancer 
chemotherapeutic agents 
classified as severely im- 
munosuppressive, TNF 
blockers, and other biologic 
agents that are immuno- 
suppressive or im- 
munomodulatory. 
Additional information 
about Clinical Guidance for 
Michigan Providers Re- 
garding Additional Dose of 
an mRNA COVID-19 Vac- 
cine can be found here. 

The Health Department 
is requesting that persons 
seeking an additional dose 
of mRNA COVID-19 vaccine 
(Pfizer for 12 and older or 
Moderna for 18 and older) 
provide a note or prescrip- 
tion from their physician 
for the dose based on hav- 
ing a moderate to severe im- 
munocompromising 
condition as described by 
the CDC. “We urge individ- 
uals to discuss their condi- 
tion with their physician 
and determine what is best 
for them,” Dr. Meyerson 
said. 

The health department 
offers convenient COVID-19 
vaccination clinics for all 
area residents and visitors 
12 and older either by ap- 
pointment ahead of time or 
simply walking in. Parent 
consent is required for mi- 
nors. Anyone may call 800- 
432-4121 if they have 
questions or are not able to 
find a time or date that 
works for them and/or 
their child. Clinics offer 
client choice of Pfizer, Mod- 
erna or J&J unless other- 
wise noted.

ship Treasurer Katy Post- 
mus. The ordinance doesn’t 
affect gatherings less than 
250 people and excludes fam- 
ily events, garage sales and 
many other everyday occur- 
rences on private property. 
“This is intended to give the 
public input on larger events 
that are near their home. If 
you’re going to have one 
event, have a good time but 
all year long is another mat- 
ter,” commented Busman. 
The ordinance will mandate 
that residents within 300 feet 
of the property where the 
event is to be held be con- 
tacted prior to the event. No 
decisions were made. The or- 
dinance is still in the molding 
stage and will be on the Sep- 
tember agenda.
